PERSONAL AND POLITICAL.

Tur Canada Powder Company’s works, 
twenty-seven miles east of Brockville, 
Ont., took fire and blew up at seven o’clock 
on the morning of the 14th. The explo- 
sion was terrific, killing a number of 
horses and sheep and smashing many 
plate-glass windows in Lbrockville. TFort- 
unately the workmen had not yet reported 
for duty, or there would have been a heavy 
loss of life. 

On the 14th the fatalities resulting from 
the Armagh (Ireland) railway disaster 
had reached seventy-six, thus exceeding 
the number lost in the wreck of the Tay 
bridge several years ago, which hereto- 
fore ranked as the most terrible in the 
history of the United Kingdom, by two. 

On the 13th Patrick A. Ward, president 
of the Irish-American Republican Club

WILLIAM CHILDS, a wealthy farmer in 
Braxton County, W. Va., was assaulted by 
his hired man, Thomas Prunty, on the 1th, 
and beaten to death with a hand-spike. 
The murder arose from a quarrel about 
Prunty’s work. 

THE execution at Wilkesbarre, Pa., of 
Red-Nose Mike, one of the murderers of 
McClure and Flanagen, is set for the 25th. 

Tue Charleston (S. C.) grand jury has 
found an indictment agaiast McDow, for 
the murder of Captain Dawson. 

On the 16th Martin Burke, alias Delaney, 
was arrested at Winnipeg, Man., for com- 
plicity in the Cronin murder, ou informa- 
tion from Superintendent Hubbard. He 
was boarding the Atlantic express, and 
bad a ticket for Liverpool, England. 

Ay Eilenborough (W. T.) dispatch says 
that heavy forest fires.are burning: on the 
east side of the Cascade mountains. 
Large quantities of fir timber have been 
destroyed. 

Tnx Cronin case is watched with inter- 
astin London. It is regarded as a rein- 
forcement for the Times. 

On the 17th Frank Ryau and Frank Sad- 
ler, under indictment on two counts for 
attempting to wreck the Fort Wayne lim- 
ited near Canton, O., on April 2 and 9, 
pleaded guilty on the first couut, and 
were sentenced to fifteen years each and 
to pay the cost of the prosecution,

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On the 16th Major J. W. Roder, of the 
Fourth United States Artillery,attempted 
suicide, by drowning,at Newport,R. I. He 
was rescued in an unconscious condition. 

THREE of Captain Wissmann’s steam- 
ers are reported to have been lost on the 
Bendair coast. German men-of-war havo 
gone in search of the missing vessels. 

Ir is said that the chief cook of the 
Hollywood Hotel, at Long Branch, was 
robbed recently of $1,000. He followed 
the thief to Montreal, where he located 
him, and made him disgorge all the money 
he had left (#600). 

Os the 17th four Polish minors were 
terribly burned by an €xplosion of gas in 
the Nottingham & Wilkesbarre coal mine 
at Plymouth, Pa., and it was thought that 
all would die, 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

On the 15th twenty thousand school 
children assembled in the grounds of the 
Smithsonian Institute to witness the dis- 
tribution of gold medals awarded by the 
Washington Post for the best composi- 
tions upon given subjects. One prize was 
provided for the scholars in each grade, 
and 22,000 compositions were entered in 
competition. 

A LARGE number of the survivors of 
the Samoan disaster, it is said, are a 
charge upon the charity of their friends 
in San Francisco, owing to. the red tape 
which interferes with the prompt pay- 
ment of the money due them from the 
Government. 

On the 16th the United States man-of- 
war Kearsarge sailed from the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard for Port-au-Prince, with Ad- 
wiral Gherardi on board, 

THE French Government has decided to 
hold the general elections on September 
22, and the scrutin ballotage on Octo- 
ber 9. 

A Paris paper says that Germany is 
treating with Belgium in regard to the 
laying of a cable from Ostend to Port- 
land, Me., in order to render thoso coun- 
tries independent of the English cable 
companies, 

ITavy has joined Russia and Germany 
in asking the Swiss authorities to main- 
tain a stricter surveillance over foreign - 
ers in Switzerland. 

THE anniversary of the battle of 
Bunker Hill was celebrated in Buston, on 
the 17th, by military and civie parades. 
Tablets bearing the names of those 
known t» have fallen in the battle were 
unvailed. 

Tue British Parliament reopened on 
the 17th, aftera somewhat dull recess, 
The outlook is monotonous. 

THE cab drivers’ strike in Paris ended 
on the 17th. 

THE census for six Welsh counties show 
a church attendance of 320,000 non-Con- 
formists and 86,009 Anglican. 

Tur 18th was tha annivaraary of tha 
battle of Waterloo. Only five officers who 
took part in the battle survive. 

THE Catholic societies of Rome, as an 
offset to the recent erection of a monu- 
ment to the memory of the great free- 
thinker Giordano Bruno, intend to ask the 
municipality for permission to erect a 
monument to the ‘Apostle of Rome,” St. 
Philip Neri, founder of the society of the 
Oratorians. 

In Tuscaloosa County, Ala., citizens 
have organized a vigilance committee 
for the purpose of breaking up the illicit 
distilleries and arresting the men en- 
gaged in the “moonshine” business. The 
“moonshiners” are defiant and serious 
trouble is feared.

Lron LipMAN’s fine sawmill at Olyphant 
Ark., was destroyed by lightning on the 
18th. 

AT an election held in Pennsylvania on 
thd 18th, the prohibition amendment was 
defeated by nearly 200,000 majority. 

Tue Bank of Newport, at Newport, Ark., 
threw open its doors on the 18th. 

In the Court of General Sessions at 
Charleston, 8. C., on the 17th, the grand 
jury returned a true bill against Dr. Ae 
McDow for the murder of Capt. F. W. Daw- 
son in March last. McDow was arraigned 
and pleaded not guilty. June 24th was 
fixed for his trial. 

Tux Board of Control of the Mississippi 
penitentiary, on the 17th, cancelled the 
lease of L. C. Dulaney, of Washington 
county, of fifty five convicts on account of 
charges of maltreatment, and re-leased 
them at once to W. A. Poliock of Green- 
ville. 

At Amite City, La., on the 16th, Mrs. 
Dave B. Williams, agel 18, was accid 2nt- 
ally shot and killed by her husband. 

Gov. Ropert TayLor and staff, and the 
Legislative Committee, from Tennessee, 
together with about forty prominent 
citizens of that State arrived at Mont- 
gomery, Ala., on the 16th and were re- 
ceived. with military honors. They will 
proceed to Fort Decatur, Ala., accom- 
panied by the Governor aud staff, and a 
military escort from the State of Alabame, 
to disinter the remains of Gov. John 
Sevier. 

Tne heaviest rain that has fallen in over 
a quarter of a century occurred at Pine 
Bluff, Ark., on the loth. The streets in 
many places were from four inches to 
three feet deep in water. The damage 
will be heavy. 

THe handsome granite and _ bronze 
memorial erected at the grave of the late 
President Chester A. Arthur, at Albany, 
N. Y., by some of his personal admirers, 
was unveiled on thefl5th without ceremony 
by the donors, who inspected it. 


Tre Little Rock (Ark.) Gazette was sold 
on the 16th to a steck company for $42,000. 
Among the stockholders are Maj. John D. 
Adams, John C. England, Col. Zeb Ward, 
Col. John C. Fletcher, Dr. C. J. Lincoln, 
Capt. J. R. Miller, Col. E. B. Moore and W. 
H. Campbell, and many other leading 
Democrats over the State. 


Dr. R. H. WINTER, of Jackson, Miss., 
ex- Jnited States Marshal, received on the 
16th from Judge Pardee, the appointment 
as Clerk of the United States Circuit Court, 
and from Judge R. A. Hill the appoint- 
ment as Clerk of the United States District 
Court of the Southern District of Missis- 
sippi, vice Jas.

PASSED THE ORDEAL. 


The Attempt to Identify Maroney and 
MeDorald in New York by Parties from 
Chicago Falls and the Men Discharged 
by Judge Andrews. 

NEW York, June 17.—Shortly before ten 
o’clock this morning the party consisting 
of Chicago detectives, Morton, Farrell 
and Hatfield and Martinsen, the express- 
man, arrived in charge of Detective Von 
Gerichten at the Tombs. Warden Finle y 
was summoned and the authorities for the 
identification shown. Preparations were 
then made for the process. Twenty pris- 
oners were brought out and ranged on 
the west side. Parson Howard was at the 
upper end of the line. Maroney was 
brought out and placed fourth. While Me- 
Donald was being brought out, Keeper 
McDermott ordered that Liverpool Jack 
be rorght out and also placed in line. 
This Was done so as to give the two sus- 
pects all the chance possible, as Jack is 
a solidly-built Irishman. McDonald was 
then placed alongside the man who 
Shanghais sailors. Three keepers were 
then placed at each end of the line to keep 
every thing quiet. Duringall these prep- 
arations the Chicago party were in the 
court-yard just outside the new prison. 
When completed the first of these who 
was to try to identify the two men was 
called. It was Hatfield. He bean look- 
ing over the line from Parson Howard’s 
end of it. He did not pay much attention 
to the sugar-maker, but scrutinized the 
others carefully. When he came to 
McDonald, the latter looked him full 
in the face without any agitation what- 
ever. Hatfield fixed his eyes on 
McDonald, but he passed along to the 
next, When he got down to where Ma- 
roney stood every one present glued their 
eyes on both. Maroney looked right at 
him, apparently the most unconcerned of 
the lot. After afew seconds, Hatfield’s 
eyes wandered to the others. Then he 
carefully went over the line again, but 
with the same result. There was a slight 
attempt at applause as Hatfield left the 
gallery and returned to the outside of the 
prison. Marinsen was the next one to 
try. He walked alcag the line at a fair 
pace. Twice he did this with the 
same result az Hatfield. Then 
Throckmorton, the real estate agent, 
who let out the rooms at No, 117 
South Clark street, came in and went 
slowly up and down the line. There was 
a moment of intense excitement as he 
stopped almost in fron} of McDonald and 
looked earnestly at his part of the line. 
The nervous tension was so great that 
when he passed along and out a number 
of those in the line involuntarily clapped 
their hands together. After the three 
men had failed to identify, Farrell, the 
Chicago detective, and Detective Von 
OQerightian, beth vf whom know the feat- 
ures of the prisoners from having beenin 
their company so much during the past 
few days, passed along the line to see if 
Maroney and McDonald were really 
among the men. They had only to glance 
along the line to see that such was the 
case. Then the party of five hurried 
away to the district-attorney’s office. The 
prisoners were put back in their cells and 
the excitement was over. 

Judge Andrews in the Supreme Court 
today rendered a decision discharging 
from custody Maroney and McDonald, 
who were arrested for alleged complicity 
in the murder of Dr. Cronin. The judge 
decided that the evidence did not warrant 
their being held.

Martin Burke, Alias Delany, Alias Cooper, 
Arrested in Winnipeg, Man., on Suspi- 
cion of Being One of the William Bro- 
thers—He Will Resist Extradition to the 
Better End, 

Winnipea, Man., June 18,—Martin 
Burke, alias Delaney, was arrested here 
Sunday for complicity in the Cronin 
case on information from Superintendent 
Hubbard, He was boarding the Atlantic 
express, and had a ticket for Liverpool, 
England. At the station the man gave 
his*name as Martin Burke. G. W. Hub- 
bard, superintendent of the Chicago po- 
lice, was immediately communicated with, 
and the chief received the following 
reply: 

Hold Martin Burke, alias Delaney, who is 
concerned in the Cronin murder, by all means 
Will send officer inmediztely. 

G. W.. HUBBARD, Supt. 

The man arrested answers the descrip- 
tion of Delaney in every respect. 

Burke was interviewed last night by a 
representative of the United Press. He 
is an athletic-lcoking fellow, and has a 
sear on the front part and left side of his 
head. His face expresses great determi- 
nation, and he looks like a fellow with 
sufficient nerve to assist in carrying out 
the details of the foul deed of which he is 
suspected, In reply to questions, he gave 
his name as Martin Burke, and said he 
was from Chicago, and on his way to the 
old country. On it being pointed 
out to him that this was not 
the way to the old country Burke seemed 
confused, and after some hesitation 
said he was just taking a look around 
before going. He further stated that 
he had left Ireland four years ago, pro- 
ceeding straight to Chicago where he was 
employed by the corporation. He knew 
Cronin to see him, but was not personally 
acquainted with him. Burke further 
stated that he was not amember of the 
Clan-na-Gael, and would claim Brit- 
ish protection and refuse to go back 
with the Chicago officer. Burke, iv 
purchasing his ticket for Liverpool, 
gave his name as W. J. Cooper. He does 
not look like the innocent man who was 
outraged over arrest, but takes his arrest 
asa matter of course. He arrived here 
on Saturday night and put up at a sec- 
ond-class hotel. He did not register. In 
his valise was foundafelt hat supposed 
to have belonged to Dr. Cronin. The 
name inside of the hat appeared to be 
blotted out with the aid of chemicals. 
The chief of police sought to restore the 
letters, and characters to correspond 
with Cronin’s name were clearly distin- 
guished. 

The prisoner admitted this afternoon 
that he has a brother in Chicago, so that 
there is now little doubt that he is one of 
the famous Williams brothers. Burke’s 
solicitor, in response to questions, said 
his intention was to resist to the bitter 
end any effort to extradite the prisoner. 
The Chicago officer is expected to arrive 
at two this afternoon.

Mrs. Henry Lair, of Mercer Caunty, 
Ky., is six feet four inches and has seven 
sons taller than herself, one standing six 
feet eight inches. 

M. O. Lancaster, a promivent shoe 
dealer of Lexington, Ky., fell oft a stool 
in his counting-room, a few days ago, 
and was seriously, if not fatally injured. 

Sam Jones’ preaching, at Jackson, 
Miss., has stirred the city from center to 
circumference. Fully five thousand per- 
sons of all classes and conditions listen to 
him at each service. 

The Alabama State Board of Assess- 
ment of railroad property has completed 
its work for the present tax year. The 
total valuation of railroad property is as- 
sessed at $40,163,776. Thisis an increase 
of valuation over last year of $4,855,918. 

A heayy cyclone struck the little city of 
Dayton, Tenn., a few days ago, from one 
end to the other. The cloud was funnel- 
shaped. It struck a new block and dam- 
aged it so that it will have to be torn 
down and rebuilt, unroofed the opera- 
house and shook the most substantial 
building in the city. No lives were lost. 

A convention of ex-Confederates was 
held at New Orleans, afew days since, 
for the purpose of organizing an associa: 
tion embracing all the surviving Confed- 
erate soldiers. The meeting organized 
the ‘Confederate Veterans’ Association” 
‘by adopting a constitution and electing 
General John B. Gordon, of Georgia, 
president. 

Fire destroyed sixteen houses at Liv- 
ingston, Ala., a few evenings ago. Loss 
not estimated. There was no insurance 
ov buildings or stock of goods. 

The East Tennessee, Virginia & Geor- 
gia road has discharged two hundred 
shop-hands at Knoxville, Tenn., on ac- 
count of dullness in business. 

The commencement exercises at Fisk 
University, at Nashville, Tenn., was held 
recently in the presence of a very large 
gathering, both from Nashville and else- 
where. There were nineteen graduates. 

A little three-year-old son of James 
Brown, of Ohio .County, Ky., overturned 
a kettle of boiling water upon himself, s 
fow days since, and was terribly burned. 
He died in great agony. 

Mrs. Catherine Boyle, aged sixty-five, 
and her children, Miss Nora, aged twen- 
ty-five; Frank, aged thirty, and William, 
aged twenty-three, were all adjudged in- 
sane at Louisville, Ky., recently, and 
sent to Anchorage Asylum. 

James Warren, white, about nineteen 
years old, employed as a watchman on 
the steamer E. T. Holman, was drowned 
by the overturning of a skiff on to which 
he had stepped from the steamer at 
Nashville, Tenn., a few days ago. : 

The Republican State central commit- 
tee of Kentucky has decided to: hold 
another convention to nominate a candi- 
date for State treasurer in place of John 
Barrett, who declined the race. This 
convention will meet at Lexington July 4. 

The revival meeting of Rev. Sam Jones 
closed at Jackson, Miss., a few days ago. 
It was a great meeting. A conservative 
estimate of the accessions to the church 
is between six and seven hundred. 

George Handley, a teamster, died at the 
Charity Hospital in Birmingham, Ala., a 
few days since, of lock-jaw, caused by a 
kick of a mule. Handley was trying to 
put a harness ona young mule when it 
kicked him in the face. His injury did 
not appear to ve serious, but lock-jaw set 
in and he died In a few hours, 

R. A. Fretwell is in jail at Memphis, 
Tenv., charged with obtaining, by false 
pretenses, deeds to $14,000 worth of real 
estate from R, W. Buford. The property 
is situated in Shelby County, Tenn., De- 
Soto and Tallahatchie counties, Miss. 
Fretwell is a member of the firm of Fret- 
well & George, of Tyler, Tex., who own 
the patent rights to an ironing table. 

A cowardly and unprovoked murder 
was committed at Aberdeen, Miss., a few 
days ugo. Alphonso Webb, a well-known 
citizen, became intoxicated and was taken 
to his home by Policeman Ed McCoy. As 
the officer was passing through the gate 
he was fired upon by Webb and almost 
instantly killed. He managed, however, 
to exchange one shot with Webb, infiict- 
ing a slight wound. 

News has been received from Nebo, a 
village in Hopkins County, Ky., in regard 
to akilling that took place ata colored 
funeral near there a few evenings ago. 
Several men, who were drinking, became 
involved in a difficulty over a jug of 
whisky, when Harry Perkins drew a yze- 
volver and fired upon Dick Green, shoot- 
ing him through the head. Green fell and 
instantly expired, when Perkins fled and 
escaped. 

A most horrible triple murder is re- 
ported to have occurred recently at Al- 
crove, S.C. The slaughter was commit- 
ted by a Mr. Anderson, who is a section 
master of the railroad between Sumter 
and Lanes. While suffering from delirium 
tremens he cut the throat of his wife and 
killed his two children, who were in bed 
asleep. The mother and wife was 
found lying across the threshold of her 
home with a terrible gash in her throat. 

Although there bave been forty murders 
in Scott County, Tenn., the double lynch- 
ing of Loyd and Reynolds, a few nights 
ago, was the first hanging. After the 
men were in the hands of the mob they 
were asked if they wanted to pray, and an 
affirmative answer having been given, 
they were allowed to kneel in the road in 
silent devotion for five minutes. Rey- 
nolds was first tied to a limb and stood 
upon a log fence. Somebody was asked to 
sing for him, but as all were backward,he 
led the singing in a hymn, “Come Think 
On Death and Judgment.” Loyd was 
placed beside him and the fence pushed 
down under them. 

Conductor Barlow Whigham, of the 
Savannah, Americus & Montgomery rail- 
road, was brutally murdered near King’s 
Crossing afew mornings ago while tak- 
ing his train to Americus. He was on 
top of the cars, and discovered two negro 
tramps stealing a ride on the ladder. He 
ordered them to come up, and atthe 
same time pulled the bell-rope in order 
to stop and put them off. As the negroes 
came forward one drew his pistol and 
fired. The ball struck the conductor over 
the eye. He fell from the car, which was 
moving at a rate of twenty-five miles an 
hour. The train was stopped and the 
conductor picked up. He soon died. The 
negrves escaped.

The Forest City Race Riot. 


Neely Murdered by a Mob. 
The St. Louis (Mo) Globe-De- 
mocrat of the past ten day has had a 
special correspondent at Forrest Ci- 
ty, (Ark.,) the scene of the latest 
political assassination, and the edi- 





torial account of the outrage is here 
given in preference to the Associat- 
ed Press dispatches, which are not 
always to be relied upon in such 
cases. 

The true story of the latest Arkan- 
sas outrage, briefly presented, seems 
to be about as follows: Saturday 





last was the day set apart for the 
election for School Directors in For- 
rest City, the contest being between 


the Fusionists, ora sectien of the 
whites joined with the Negroes, and 
the Democrats, or main body of the 
white population. Americus Neely, 


a Negro, and one of the leaders of 


the Fusionists, while on his way to 
the Court House in that place on 
the morning of that day, to be sworn 
in as an election office, was stopped 
and beaten on the head with a cane 
by a man in a party headed by James 
Fussell, one of the Democratic chiefs 
Breaking away from the mob, Neely 
ran to Capt. John Parham, a prom- 
inent Fusionist for protection, 

Two of the Fussell party, who were 
with Parham at the time, disarmed 
him, and another of the crowd shot 
him, wounding him severely. Thom- 
as Parham, attracted by the distur- 
bance, and seeing his father John 
confronted by City Marshal Falbre 
with a pistol in his hand, fatally shot 
Falbre, who, before dying. mortally 
wounded young Parham. In the ex- 
citement Neely escaped to an old 
building near by, which he and his 
father and brother barricaded, baf- 
fling the mob for the time. The next 
morning—Sunday—Sheriff —Izard 
promised the Neelys safe conduct to 
the jail if they surrendered. All of 
them gave up except Americus, who 
was found under the floor of the 
building after his father and 

brother had left it, and was riddled 


A GREAT SCHEME 


On Foot to Defeat the Two Old 
Parties in Alahama. 


The Farmers’ Alliance and the 
Knights of Labor Unite. 


The Two Have a Membership of Nearly a 
Quarter of a Million and the Latter is 
Rapidly Increasing—Old Party Leaders 
Confident That Losal Discussions Will 
Defeat the Movement. 


Braminouam, Ala, June 21.—Of far 
greater magnitude and importance than 
the white Republican political move- 
ment in this state is the movement of 
organized labor, having for its object 
the control of the next legislature and 
all branches of the state govern- 
ment. The old party leaders feel no 
alarm at the present outlook, having 
plenty of confidence that there will be 
local dissention and strife in plenty 
time enough to defeat the gigantic move- 
ment. 

This new movement was precipitated 
by the failure of the last legislature to 
pass certain laws asked for by labor or- 
ganizations. This brought about the 
opportunity that labor agitators had 
been waiting for. It very quickly in- 
creased the strength of all labor organ 
izations in the state and made them 
more determined and harmonious. The 
movement was started very quietly, 
and has been managed with marked 
ability. 

The Farmers alliance, composed ex- 
clusively of farmers, now has a member- 
ship of 140,000 in the state, while the 
Knights of Labor number nearly 100,- 
000, and the membership of the latter 
order is increasing rapidly. A few of 
the best leaders of both organizations 
quietly consulted together and a move- 
ment which will startle the state was re- 
solved upon. In every county where 
the membership of the two organizations 
includes a majority of the voters they 
will nominate candidates for the legis- 
lature next year. Before the campaign 
opens or the purpose of the movement 
is made public each member of the two 
organizations is to be pledged to sup- 
= the nominee of the labor conven- 
ions. 

Both the old parties will seek to nom- 
inate men who will be acceptable to one 
or both organizations. These overtures 
will be recognized only in counties 
where the two organizations have a mi- 
nority of the votes. Where they are 
sure of electing their own candidates by 
united action ees will ignore the old 
parties entirely, and nominate their 
own candidate for both houses of the 
legislature. 

le colored voters all over the state 
are being rapidly drawn into these labor 
organizations, and, if a majority of them 
can be held to the agreement proposed, 
there is no doubt of the success of the 
movement. The leaders of the move- 
ment estimate that they can elect their 
candidate in at least forty of the sixty- 
six counties of the state, which will give 
them a good working majority in both 
houses of the legislature. 


TRUE YELL’ W FEVER. 


A Ship’s Surgeon Down with the Disease 
In Brooklyn. 

New York, June 21.—The Tribune 
prints this: A case of yellow fever 
from which Dr. R. W. H. Duncan, sur- 
geon of the Pacitic Mail steamship Co- 
lon, is suffering, was reported to the 
Brooklyn health department Wednes- 
day. 

Dr. Duncan is staying with a friend 
named Thomson, at No. 173 Hancock 
street, and the house was quarantined 
Wednesday. Dr. J. B. Bogert, who has 
been attending the patient since Friday, 
was also quarantined in the house, and 
a warrant for his arrest for violation of 
the health ordinances in failing to re- 
port the case was issued. : 

The Colon arrived in this port on Fri- 
day fyom Aspinwall. Several of the 
passengers had been ill on the voyage 
and the disease was diagnosed as ‘‘per- 
nicious malarial fever.’’ One of the 
patients died. On the arrival of the 
vessel at her pier, Dr. Duncan was taken 
in a carriage S the bridge entrance and 
then traveled in the bridge cars and on 
the street cars to his friend's house. 

Dr. Bogert, who was called in, recog- 
nized strange features in the case, but 
did not decide that it was yellow fever 
until Tuesday, when Dr. Pease, of the 
New York health department, and Dep- 
uty Health Officer Sanborn, of quaran- 
tine, called to see Dr. Duncan. 

They pronounced the case true yellow 
fever, but it wes not until nearly mid- 
night that Dr. Boger informed the 
Brooklyn health department. In- 
spector Convoy wes at once sent to ses 

r. Duncan, and decided that there was 
hardly a doubt of the case being yellow 
fever. Later in the day he end Dr. 
Jewett pronounced the case true yellow 
fever. r. Bogert stated to him that a 

irl who hzd been a passenger on the 

Jolon was suffering from the same dis- 
ease at the Windsor hotel, New York. 

Health Commissioner Griffin found 
that it would not doto remove the ? pol 
tient to the quarantine hospital, and so 
quarantined him in the house where he 
was, policemen being placed at both the 
front and rear approaches, and every 
precaution being taken to prevent the 
spread of infection. It is feared, how- 
ever that Dr. Bogert may have conveyed 
the germs of the disease to other pa- 
tients whom he has attended, 

Dr. Duncan was much better Wednes- 
day, and during the evening, by direc- 
tion of Health Commissioner Griffin, he 
was removed to the quarantine hospital 
for contagious diseases, on Swinburne 
island, in a government tug. Several 
families in the vicinity of the infected 
house will go to the country at once to 
eseape contagion.

CONGO RAILROAD.

The Manual Labor to Be Fur- 
nished by the Natives, 


Who Will Work Faithfully for a 
Few Cents a Day. 


The Peopie of London Petition Parlia- 
ment to Allow the Museums, Art Gal- 
leries, etc.. to Keep Open on Sunday. 
The Kalser to Vi Athens in October. 
Other Foreign News Notes. 


BrosseEts, June 21.—It is not expect- 
ed that a single laborer will be taken to 
Africa to build the Congo railroad. The 
roadbed will be graded and the track 
laid by Africans themselves, just as the 
Portuguese are employing native labor 
to build the Loando-Ambaca railroad. 
When this railroad project was first dis- 
cussed several years ago native labor 
was hardly thought of, and it was seri- 
ously suggested that the best plan 
would be to employ Chinese laborers to 
grade the road. ‘To-day no one talks of 
employing anything but native labor. 
'The Africans now in the service of the 
Congo state include hundreds of men 
from widely separated regions, 

Le Mouvement Geographique thus-de- 
scribes them: 

“First are the Krooboys from Liberia, 
who are the best workmen on the Loan- 
do railroad, many of whom were digging 
on the Panama canal until its collapse. 
The Congo state and commercial houses 
have long employed them to do heavy 
work around the stations and on the 
steamboats. Their wages are from fifteen 
to twenty vents a day, @esides rations. 
Some Veys. also from Liberia. are in the 
service of the state. They are faithful 
workmen, and can be obtained in large 
numbers for the same wages paid to the 
Krooboys. 

“The Haussa, who are recruited on 
the slave coast, where they come from 
their famous country south of the Sahara 
to earn money, have been employed by 
the Congo state chiefly as soba and 
in laying out the ground for stations. 
The results have been highly satisfac- 
tory. Their pay is about twenty-five 
cents a day. 

“But it isin the Congo region itself 
that the state finds most of its army of 
employes. The Loango and Cabinda of 
the coast are employed in the factories 
and stations of the lower river. They 
are good workmen, have the advantage 
of being able to talk with the thousands 
of natives surrounding them, and their 
wages vary from ten to twenty cents a 
day. 
‘Then come the Bangala cannibals of 
the upper river, who are now employed 
in oo numbers by the state as soldiers, 
steamboat hands, and station workmen. 
They do good work with the shovel, and 
have been largely engaged making ter- 
races at the stations. They eagerly seek 
service, and the wonderful story of their 
transformation from idle savages to 
fairly industrious workmen is well 
known. Their pay is one and a half 
brass wires a day, worth in Europe only 
afew cents. Thoro ico nowa fair pros- 
pect that their wages will soon be 
raised. 

“The natives of the cataract region, 
where the railroad is to be built, have as 

et been employed only as carriers, but 
here is no doubt that they can be 
utilized at other sorts of labor when 
other work is offered them. They are 
eager to earn trade goods. Several 
thousand of them are now in the carrier 
service. It is said that under compe- 
tent superintendence most of the car- 
penter work, masonry, and blacksmith- 
ing can also be done by natives im- 
rted from the gold coast, who have 
earned these trades. The Congo state 
has employed a large number of them, 
and has generally been well satisfied 
with their work. Their pay is from $15 
to $25 per month. 

“It is therefore expected that the la- 
borers who are to carry out the manual 

art of this great undertaking will be 

ound in Africa herself, and that a large 
art of them will be natives of the 
ongo.*’

The Workmen on a Strike for Shorter

stantly, and speeches, more or less vio- 
lent, are being delivered wherever a 
body of men can be collected. The two 
causes of dissatisfaction are pay and 
rations. 

The men are willing to work for $1.50 
per of but they want their rations fur- 
nished free. At present they are paying 
fifty cents per day for the rations fur- 
nished by the contractors. The food, 
they claim, is very poor in quality 
and very much curtailed in quantity. 
The men claim that they cannot stand 
it, and unless they get more to eat, and 
have shorter working hours, they cannot 
continue at work. 

A Conference Held. 

At 11 o’clock a committee of the fore- 
men of the various gangs waited upon 
the contractors and presented the griev- 
ance of the men under them. The de- 
mands were heard, and an answer was 
promised them in a few hours. 

Wouldn’t Let Them Go to Work. 

At noon a committee of Italians pre- 
vented three car loads of their country- 
men, who had just arrived, from Gait 





to work until the strike was over. Quite 
a number of men continue at work in 
Kerrsville, and on Main street in this 
city. 

Deplores the Situation.

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GROWING MILLET. 


A Valuable Appendix Crop for the Silo and 
the Hay-Mow. 


One great advantage in growing 
millet is that it may be sown as late 
as June in our Northern latitude, and 
be sure to mature before frost. This 
remark applies to the commor. millet. 
The coarse or broad-leaved millet, 
called German millet, requires froi 
ten days to two weeks longer to ripen. 
The common millet will ripen its seed 
within one hundred days after being 
sown. In ninety days, or perhaps less, 
it will be sufliciently matured to cut 
for hay. The ground should be well 
harrowed and made fine so that the 
seeds will germinate well and not be 
destroyed if lying under ciods and 
lumps of earth. It is.an excellent 
plan, if the land is not fine, to roll it 
before the seed is sown and then to 
cover it with a brush or light harrow, 
and roll it again. Theseed should not 
be put in, in this way, if the ground is 
wet and liable to pack or become 
crusted. The seeds sends up a tiny 
shoot and it must not be obstructed in 
its growth or the crop will be reduced. 
The seed will grow well if sown on top 
of the ground and left to be covered 
by arain, and whenarain falls on it 
soon after it has been sown this is an 
excellent plan. If the seed is covered 
too deep there will be a great loss. A 
very little manure will give the cropa 
fine start, if it is put upon the surface. 
For these reasons commercial manures 
can be used to advantage. I sow this 
form of fertilizer broadcast, mixed 
with land plaster—equal bulks—at the 
rate of 100 to 300 pounds per acre, ac- 
cording to the quality of the land. <A 
peck of seed is ample for an acre, if 
the land is well prepared; if not, more 
seed must be used. I have 
sown the seed broadeast. 

I have allowed the millet to ripen 
its seed and used it for chicken feed 
and ground it with oats for focd for 
animals. ‘The seed makes rich food: 
but it is unwise to grow millet in the 
way best adapted for this purpose as 
the forage will not then be nearly s« 
valuable. Iam sure that when the 
seed is allowed to ripen, the amount 
of digestible nutriment in the forage 
is reduced one-half. It makes very 
poor hay. When cut while the plant 
is coming into bloom, millet makes 
excellent hay which is good food for 
any kind of stock. Cows do well on 
it. It is nutritious and cattle are 
fond of it. Millet isa good crop for 
the silo. 

I have cut it the last of September 
and cured it forthe mow. It should 
be put into the cock as soon as it is 
dried a little, and if the weather is 
threatening, it may be cocked as soon 
ascut. It is better to have it wilted 
if possible before cocking. It is pos- 
sible to gather a crop of clover and 
then putin millet on the samo land 
and have it mature sufficiently for hay. 
A profitable change can be made with 
a run-out mezdow, or pasture, by 
turning it over the first of June, or 
even up to the middle of that month, 
and growing acrop of millet. Millet 
may very properly, like flat turnips, 
be termed an appendix crop.—Cor 
Rural New Yorker. 
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IN CINE OF DUTY. 
An Interesting Story That Turns on the 

Construction of the Phrase. 
Official construction of the term, 
‘‘In the line of duty,” in the matter of 
granting pensions has caused so much 
discussion that the following story, 
told by a gentleman connected with 
governmental affairs in St. Louis, will 

be found interesting. Said he: 
‘Speaking of the official construction 
of the phrase, ‘In the line of duty,’ 
recalls a case to my mind. During 
the war there wore thirty Tennessee 
regiments, composed of what were 
called ‘loyal men.’ One of these regi- 
ments was operating in East Tennes- 
see, ata given period. In one of the 
companies of the regiment was a man 
who found himself upon a particuiai 
occasion within only one mile of home, 
where a mother and only sister re- 
sided. He secured permission from 
his First Lieutenant to pass the night 
athome. The guerrillas were exceed- 
ingly thick in the neighborhood about 
that time, and as the man was known 
te have joined the Union forces, a 
close watch was kept for his return 
heme, of which he was aware. By 
close watchfulness he reached home 
in safety, but feared to remain under 
the parental roof all night. Taking a 
small bey cousin with him he repaired 
to the woods to pass the night, intend- 
ing to visit home again in the?morn- 
ing. Shortly after midnight his hid- 
ing place was discovered by the ene- 
my, his body and that of the boy rid- 
dled with buckshot and left for dead. 
A friendly Confederate shortly after 
discovered the victims still alive, and, 
placing them in a boat, rowed them 
down the Tennessee river and deliv- 
ered them into the Union lines. The 
man, after. having fourteen pieces of 
cold lead taken from his body, recov- 
ered. « In @ué time he made application 
fora pénsion. Meanwhile the Lieu- 
tenant who had granted him permis- 
sion to visit his family that fateful 
night had died. He had no evidences 
except his ansupported word that he 
‘was absént by authority. - The Wash- 
ington authorities refused his appli- 
cation fora pension because, as they 
construed the law, he had not received 
his injuries while ‘in the line of duty.’ 
Congress, however, by a special act, 
granted the pension, and, as I think, 
deservedly (s0.”"—St. Louis Globe-

STORIES TOLD BY SURVIVORS. 

Over and above ail the feeling that 
presses upon one as he reads the columns 
in the daily journals that tell of the terrible 
disaster at Johnstown and her neighboring 
villages is the helplessness of man, woman 
and child when confrorted with the mighty 
forces of physical nature Ict loose and 
started upon their career of destruction. 
The awful details make the heart sick. The 
people were caught without warning in the 
midst of their pursuits. Human nature 
was displayed in its grandest light 
in the numerous instances of personal 
heroism and courage. More than one brave 
man risked his life in trying to save those 
enculfed in the awful wall of water which

came sweeping down the mountain and 
through the valley with a force far beyond 
that of the great cataract at Niagara) Sons 
stood back for fathers and mothers and 
were lost while the pareats were taken out. 
Many a dear brother found a watery grave 
that a loving sister might be saved. The 
stores by survivors and thrilling escapes 
are in many instances most remarkable and 
almost beyond beitef. 

Aman named Dougherty tells a thrilling 
story of a ride down the river on a log. 
When the waters struck the roof of the 
house on which he had taken shelter he 
jumped astride a telegraph pole, riding a 
distance of some twenty-three miles from 
Johnstown to Bolivar before he was res- 
cued, 

The eight children of James McMillan, 
the youngest of which is 10 months old, 
were in their house on Lincoln strect in 
Johnstown. The family was in the attic 
when the flood came. Each of the large 
children grasped a smaller one, and the 
family got to the roof. The jain of houses 
made it possible for them to walk from 
roof to roof until they reached the Morrell 
Educational Institute, where they stayed 
tillnext day. They suffered greatly from 
hunger. One of the children kept the baby 
alive by moistening its lips with his finger, 
which he from time to time dipped in the 
water. 

At Pine Creek, seventy-five miles from 
Johnstown, achild not more than a year 
old was found alive in the drift which had 
come down from the scene of the great dis- 
aster. It had been ftioating for thirty 
hours. It is almost a miracle how this 
mite of humanity escaped death in sucha 
raging torrent after a journey of seventy- 
five miles, while many thousands of sturdy 
men and women met their death in the 
twinkling of an eye. 

The family of C. Kress have reason to re- 
member their four big St. Bernard dogs. 
Mr. Kress, his wife and three children were 
tossed about by the angry waters. Their 
house turned over and over, and each time 
all the family but Kress were washed into 
the water. The dogs sprang into the water 
as each member of the family slipped in 
and in an instant had the unfortunate 
person on the house again. Over trees, 
heavy brush, and through dangers of every 
kind the animals dashed to save their 
master’s family. When the house ap- 
proached the shore one of the dcgs towed 
Mrs. Kress ashore. The rest of the family

also escaped with the assistance of the 
dgs. Mr. Kress says he lost $100,000 in the 
flood, but he thinks far more of his dogs 
than of his wealth.

In the 
darkness could be distinguished human be- 
ings floating by the town on house-tops and 
rafts) Some were crying for help, others 
were praying aloud for mercy, and a few 
were even singing as if to keep up their 
courage. About9 o'clock a big raft swept 
by the village within 100 yards of the shore. 
There was an entire family on it, and they 
were singing ‘‘Nearer, My God, to Thee.” 
In the midst of their song the raft struck 4 
large tree and went tosplinters.QThere 
were one or two wild cries and then silence. 

Mrs. Mary Fenn stood by a muddy pool of 
water trying to find some trace of a once 
happy home. A reporter asked her con- 
cerning her loss. She said she was left 
alone, her husband and seven children he- 
ing swept away. She continucd: 

“Wewere dr.ven by the raging flood into 
the garret, but the waters followed us there, 
Inch by inch it kept rising until our 


heads were crushing against the roof. It 
was death to remain. So I raised a win- 
Gow and one by one placed my dar 


lings on some driftwood, trusting to the 
Great Creator. As I liberated the last one, my 
sweet little boy, he looked at me and said: 
‘Mamma, you always told me that the Lord 
would care for me: will He look afterme now? 
I saw him drift away with his loving face 
turned toward me, and with a prayer on my 
lips for his deliverance he passed from sight 
forever.

slumber. “Grab the rope!” the crowd 
again yelled excitedly, for the wreckage 
with its dead and living freight was very 
nearly under the bridge. The woman 
heeded not the advice or the voices. She 
looked indifferently at the strained eyes of 
the men above, and as she passed under the 
bridge with unconcern it was seen she wag 
insane, crazed by grief.
